Little Chance of Success 
Seen for Tory Censure

LONDON, Feb. 6—Britain's second 
Labor government is nearing the end 
of its second year in office and Pre- 
mier Ramsay MacDonald appears to 
have just one more parliamentary 
hurdle to surmount in order to finish 
the lap. 

Politicians believe that he will not 
only jump this hurdle but will find on 
the other side a comparatively clear 
road for his ministry until early in 
1932. They see little chance of suc- 
cess for the Conservative motion of 
censure which will be debated and 
voted upon next Wednesday. The 
dynamite lying behind the Conserva- 
tive motion appears to have been 
smuggled away by Rt, Hon, David 
Lloyd George, who has a motion of 
his own to put before the house. 

Whereas the Conservative motion 
denounces the increasing governmental 
expenditures, the Liberal motion calls 
for a far-reaching program of work 
to relieve unemployment, and the Lib- 
erals thus could not conscientiously 
support the Conservative motion even 
if they wished to overthrow the gov- 
ernment—which no politician believes

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CHAPTER 39 

N BOARD the “Roussillon,” and 

subsequently when I reached Paris 
And Dijon, I tried ardently to plunge 
into gaiety, I summoned all the light- 
heartedness I could muster, After all, 
I had come to lose myself, to try to 
find a temporary new existence, even 
to briefly forgetting, if possible, the 
problem of how to obtain my daughter 
for myself.

the home, I perceived, chiefly by tak- 
ing boarders, Around our table sat 
an interesting group: an Italian avo- 
cat, several Norwegians, four Ameri- 
cans, including Miss Anderson and 
myself, and M. ard Mme. Daillant, 
their attractive young daughter of 
about eighteen, and one other, a 
French lady. The Italian and I struck 
up a friendship, and often we took 
long walks, carrying our own diction- 
aries and consul‘ing them quite fre- 
quently along the road to make our- 
selves understood to each other in 
the French language.

HE latter part of July, having 

grown quite a bit bored with 
Dijon and not taking seriously the 
course offered the students at the 
University, I, as well os others in the 
Armstrong Party, decided upon going 
to Switzerland. Miss Anderson re- 
mained in Dijon, saying she did not 
wish to incur the additional expense 
inasmuch as she had been many times 
in Switzerland. 

Geneva was our destination, and 
there was rare beau'y in the mountain 
scenery enroute there from Dijon and 
later in the city itself, I stopped at 


the Hotel de la Paix, and my room, | 


from the small balcony of which I 
could view the lake and afar off the 
snowy-capped Mt. Blanc, was both 
French in artistry and American in 
practical comforts. 

I remember it was on a Saturday, 
the 28th of July, that I went, by my- 
self, up Lake Geneva to Territet. 
The others had planned a mountain 
trip to Chamonix, but I preferred the 
water trip. As our tidy little white 
steamer glided slowly away from 
Geneva it scattered before it flocks 
of snowy pigeons that find a welcome 
home, thtre along the lake front, 
and from my chair against the rail- 
ing I watched dreamily their flutter- 
ing escape far away on the turquoise 
surface of the water. There was the 
delightful coolness of mountain air 
and the clear blue of the skies to 
make it a day among days for sight- 
seeing. 

Some of the seats on the observat- 
fon deck were arranged so that ‘they 
faced each other, as in a train, and 
my heart suddenly jumped as I stared 
at the front page of a foreign graphic 
sheet which the man opposite me 
held at a visible angle. Mr, Harding 
was pictured on his trip with some 
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Indians, and the pose was so natural, 
with his straw hat, and cane in his 
hand, that I felt the hot tears come 
in my eyes and a great heaviness in 
my throat. The man lowered the 
paper just in time to find me strain- 
ing toward it, and thereupon offered 
it to me. But I shook my head and 
thanked him, I determined, however, 
to buy a copy immediately upon my 
return to Geneva. 

My roving mind took me back to 


the newspaper picture I had seen e) 


few hours before on the lake steamer, 
He had looked a little tired, and I 


hoped they would not drag him all 
over Alaska to speak and to shake 
hands with people. I wondered if 
he were not perhaps thinking about 
me at that very moment, and the 
great love I felt for him surged 
through my being. How good it would 
be to get back to him! Already it 
seemed to me I had been away from 
him and from my precious baby girl 
an eternity. And it was still three 
weeks until we should sgil on our 
return to America

shall never forget that night in 

my room at the Hotel de la Paix. 
It was yet early when I reached 
Geneva from my day's trip, and after 
I had eaten my dinner and bought 
the paper containing Mr. Harding's 
picture, I retired to my room for 
early sleep. But my thoughts were 
too full of Mr, Harding and I could 
not sleep, His face seemed very near 
to me, and I switched on my light 
again and studied the picture in the 
graphic sheet. The more I studied 
it the more tired he looked to me, 
until I thought in terror, “Heavens! 
I wish they would let him alone!” I 
slipped into my negligee and walked 
out upon the tiny balcony and drank 
in the loveliness of a moonlight night 
on Lake Geneva. 

Across the lake, beyond Mt. Blanc 
Bridge which connects the two sections 
of the city, sounded the gay laughter 
of late liners. There is considerable 
difference in time between Alaska and 
Switzerland, and I wondered where 
Mr. Harding was then and what he 
was doing. It was nine o'clock by 
the little Wateh he had given me in 
1917. Perhaps he was thinking of 
me, too, and that was what brought 
him so vividly before me. 

At last I must have fallen asleep. 
When I awoke it was very early 
morning, Something told me I should 
have prayed for Mr. Harding and it 
seemed strange I had not thought of 
it the night before. So I turned my 
face toward the pillow now and tried 
to ask God to protect him from all 
harm and take good care of my baby 
and him for me until I returned to 
both of them. Then I slept a while 
longer.

I wakened to find a brillant day 
| awaiting me, and was to spend 
it with my Italian friend who was to 
arrive in Geneva that morning. We 
hired a taxi atid drove up through 
the mountains, listening with amuse- 
ment to the very informative guide 
as he pointed out this estate or that 
peak with all the flourish of a proud 
possessor, He spoke alternately in 
oe to me and in French to both 
of us 

It occured to me that this fellow, 
this guide, seemed almost too typical 
of other loquacious guides I had ob- 
served, and after our return to Gen- 
eva, I said to him as we got out of 
the taxi, “You speak very much like 
au American.” He answered with em- 
bartassment, “Well, I am kind of an 
American.” You see, I was born fn 
St. Louis.” Unfortunately I could not 
repeat this to my escort in French 
accurately enough for his full appre- 
ciation.

ir DIJON, Madame Daillant’s little 

garden behind the house provided 
@ gathering place for her boarder- 
guests as they dropped in for meals, 
but the evening of August Ist, 1923, 
it was conspicuously deserted.

The Edmonton Chamber of Commerce 
and the Motor Association are urging the 
Provincial Government to reconstruct the 
railway crossing on the Calgary trail some 
four miles south of the city. The highway 
there crosses the railway by an S-curve, 
the approach on the west side of the 
track being short, rather steeply banked, 
and the road narrow. 

Th's crossing has a record that marks 
it as one of the most dangerous country 
crossings in the province. To make it rea- 
sonably safe would involve considerable 
expense, but that is a poor reason for 
maintaining what is in fact a veritable 
“death trap”. Considering the money 
that has been spent in construct'ng this 
first-class highway, it would be poor econ- 
omy to refuse to make the additional ex- 
penditure necessary to eliminate this 


menace, 


THE OVER-LOAD 


Sir Thomas White has taken to writ- 
ing poetry in hope that he can persuade 
the people of the United States that they 
should forgive the war debts that are 
owing to them, and thus make it possible 
for all the countries concerned in the war 
to wipe the slate of these encumbrances. 

Whatever Sir Thomas may be as a 
poet, he is an able financier. When he 
says that the crushing burden of the war 
debts was a prime factor in bringing on 
the present depression he speaks as one 
having guthority. And a good many 
other equally qualified men are saying the 
same thing. It is signif‘cant that the 
number of those who openly declare this 
view is increasingly rapidly. 

There is no present prospect that the 
United States will cancel these debts. But 
there must be a growing feeling in that 
country that the effort to collect, and the 
effort to pay, are produc'ng results as 
bad as any that could come from cancel- 
lation. If anyone imagines that the debt- 
or nations are the only sufferers from the 
impoverishment that has been thrust 
upon them by their debt obligations, he 
has only to note the conditions which pre- 
vail at the moment in the United States, 
the great creditor country. 


DESIRABLE BUT NOT “ATTAIN ABLE 


The Canadian Council of Agriculture, 
meeting at Winnipeg, issued a man‘festo 
calling for free trade, the cancellation of 
war debts, and reduced freight rates, 

On the ground of theory most people 
will agree with the Council on all three 
points. This would undoubtedly be a bet- 
ter and happier world if there were no 
such things as tariffs; if there were no 
war debts to pay, and if freight rates were 
cut to a fraction of the present charges. 

But most people—probably including 
the members of the Council—are also con- 
strained to admit that these are things 
which are not very likely to happen in 
the measurably near future. The world is 
not heading toward free trade, but away 
from it; and the people of Canada last 
summer decided to go with the crowd. 
There is no discoverable likel‘hood that 
the United States will cancel the war ac- 
counts of its debtors; and there can be no 
all-round cancellation unless that is done. 
The railways of Canada are suffering 
through the slump in traffic that has fol- 
lowed the slump in prices; and freight 
rates are the chief source of railway 
revenue, 

Unless the world is to change its trend 
on the question of tariffs, unless the Unit- 
ed States is to develope a wholly unsus- 
pected willingness to forgive its debtors, 
and unless some genius can solve the 

Oblem of cheaper transportation than 

e railways can provide, this looks like a 
list of things to be wished for but not ex- 
pected. 


EDMONTON CARRIES ON 


The proposed capital expenditures for 
the year, which were approved by the city 
council on Monday, run to a total of $1,- 
451,000. The sum is a half million dollars 
less than the estimates brought down a 
year ago. But last year’s figure included 
the cost of new street cars and other 
equipment for the street railway depart- 
ment amounting to $260,000, 

The construction and improvement 
program planned for the coming season 
thus approximates that of last year. The 
amount involved is smaller, but the reduc- 
tion is not large enough to indicate any 
weakening on the general policy of pro- 
ceeding systematically to put the streets

in order and to extend public services and 
conveniences as rapidly as consistent with 
safe financing. 

It is something in which Edmonton 
people may find gratification that, at a 
time when general conditions are less fa- 
vorable than for many years, this city is 
carrying on with its improvement under- 
takings at the normal rate. Many other 
cities will not be able to do this. Edmonton 
is able to do it because in more prosperous 
years the betterment plans were kept 
down to proportions which it is possible 
to maintain even when times are not good. 

The advantages of thus pursuing a 
continuing policy of improvement on a 
moderate scale year after year are becom- 
ing more apparent the longer that course 
is followed. One direct result is that dur- 
ing the coming summer work and wages 
w ll be provided for about the usual num- 
ber of men engaged in city construction 
work. That will have—as it had last 
summer—an important influence in sus- 
taining business of all kinds. 

Another effect, less direct but not less 
important, is the reaction upon the resi- 
dents of the city in their attitude toward 
this, their home town. There is probably 
not a single resident of the city who does 
not feel more interest in Edmonton, mdre 
satisfaction in its present and more fa'th 
in its future, because of what has been ac- 
complished during the last three or four 
years in improving the appearance of the 
place, bettering the facilities for doing 
bus'ness here, and making this a more at- 
tractive place in which to live. 

It is a good deal easier to be proud 
of Edmonton than it was five years ago. 
It is a pleasure now to take a stranger 
about the town, show him what we have 
done and are doing; and not the least 
pleasant part of the experience is that of 
telling him that taxnayers and c'vic offi- 
cials are solidly united in the purpose to 
continue the good work, on a moderate 
scale, but in a systematic way and in good 
years and bad. The knowledge that the 
coming summer will see another substan- 
tial advance made in the carrying out of 
this improvement policy will further 

stimulate this very proper and most de- 
sirable civic pride.

THE CANADIAN MINING INDUSTRY 


From the Monthly Letter issued by the Royal 
Bank of Canada; Mineral production in Canada 
showed greater expansion dur.ng the decade just 


closed than any other major branch of industry. The 
total output of Canadian mines was valued at $172,- 
000,000 in 1921. This increased to a total of more 
than $310,000,000 in 1929. The industry shared the 
effects of the prevailing business depression and op- 
erations during 1930 were curtailed in many fields. 
As a whole, however, mining continued to progress 
and provided one of the greatest stabilizing influ- 
ences in business during the year. New records were 
established in both the quantily and value of gold, 
petroleum and natural gas produced Prices for 
copper and sinc were materialy lower than in 1929, 
yet new quantity records were established for these 
metals. The output of silver was also increased and 
was greater than in any year since 1915. As @ re- 
sult of the decline in metal prices, the aggregate 
value was less than in the previous year, dropping 
to $276,650,000, This stands second only Ww the rec- 
ord established in 1929 and is nearly two milion dol- 
lars greater than the total for 1928, the record up to 
that me. A comparison of these amounts with the 
total for 1921 shows the great advance made in min- 
eral production during the decade. Further, the 
maintenance of such a high level of production un- 
der the adverse conditions of 1930 is striking evidence 
of the soundness and underlying strength of Canada's 
mining industry 

Canada produces 90 per cent of the world’s 
nickel and has proved deposits which are estimated 
lo be sufficient for the word's requirements for many 
years. In addition, there are still large reserves await- 
ing development. Most of the nickel produced in 
Canada is derived from the well-known nickel-copper 
Geposits in the Sudbury district. From 830,000 pounds 
in 1689 the production of nicol increased to 92,500,000 
pounds in 1916. After a slump of 17,600,000 pounds 
in 1922, production again expanded, reaching a record 
total of 110,276,000 pounds, valued at $27,115,000, in 
1929 Production fell off last year, but stood higher 
than in any other year except 1929

PNEUMONIA 

While pneumonia is probably the most dangerous 
of all acute contagious diseases in this country, it is 
rare among the underfed races, such as the Chinese. 
If you are either normal in weight, or slightly below 
normal, there is very little chance of your dying 
from pneumonia, as 99 per cent of the people dying 
from this disease are overweight and, at the same 
time, enervated, 

Most deaths occur among the overfed who have 
been enervating themselves with worry or mental 
overwork while failing to take the proper amount of 
exercise. Usually, when those underweight contract 
pneumonia, they rerover readily, as the body does 
not haye to burn up the excessive fatty tissue, 

Pneumonia occurs most rearily in the winter 
months of January, February and March, and is 
hardest on the very old or the very young, Of the 
middle-aged persons, about twice as many men as 
women have this disease, Many people have learned 
to fear the so-called “pneumonia weather,” or weather 
which turns cold and thaws quickly, The best way 
to avoid pneumonia is to bring your weight down to 
normal, exerc:se daily, and avoid the enervation 
produced by overwork, late hours and indiscriminate 
eating. 

That which is known as secondary bronchial 
pneumonia follows an inflammation of the bron- 
chial tubes. The onset ts slow. There is a cough, 
rapid breath, hot skin and fever. Bronchitis pre- 
cedes this type of pneumonia, but rarely comes before 
Jobar pneumon-a, 

In lobar pneumonia the onset is very sudden, 
coming first with a chill which may lect half an hour, 
followed by a high fever, rapid breathing, headache, 
pain over the side of the chest, and a distressing, 
painful cough. At first the cough is dry, but later 
pus-like material is raised, Three-fourths of the cases 
have a characteristic pain which becomes worse as 
patient tries to take a deep breath, 

If you develop pneumonia, be sure to call in a 
doctor who uses the new treatment of diathermy. 
This is an electric treatment which can be given in 
the home through the use of portable high frequency 
apparatus, Pads are placed on the front and back 
of the congested area and the diathermy sends a 
penetrat.ng heat to the inside of the lungs, the tis- 
sues being heated several degrees higher than normal, 
Only a very little warmth may be felt on the skin, as 
the heat is formed in the tissues. This internal heat- 
ing treatment ts effective in causing the throwing off 
of the pus and increasing the supply of blood to the 
tissues. During the first few days no food of any 
kind should be used, although plenty of water is es- 
sential, 

If only a slight fever persists after five days of 
the fasting regimen, it is a good plan to start the pa- 
tient with limited amounts of cooked non-starchy 
vegetables, No highly starchy food or protein food 
should be used until the fever has entirely disap- 
peared, The bowels must be kept clean with two or 
three enemas daily, and warm sponge baths should 
be used every hour during the day and nght. Plenty 
of fresh air should be allowed to circulate gbout the 
bed. Keep the windows partly open, and warm the 
air with an electric heater, steam heat, or a fire 
which dischayges its fumes through a flue. Do not 
use an open sas fire to produce the heat. The patient 
should be kept between pure woolen blankets to con- 
serve the body's heat, This treatment will be found 
very effective in lessening the danger of pneumonia.

Third, as a nation we annually 
scare ourselves into @ fear complex 
by the activities of health societies, 
health weeks, health lectures, health 
bulletins, and so on.

Erring Motorists 
Condemned to 
Attend School 


MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 7—If a motor- 
ist is found guilty of careless driving in 
this city, more than likely he'll find 
himself sentenced to attend a traffic 
school here, instead of being fined. 

This practice has proved highly suc- 
cessful, according to Judge Levi M 
Hall, of the municipal traffic court 
Only three or four of the more than 
1,000 sentenced have been repeaters. 

“It has been found here that the 
greater proportion of drivers involved 
in accidents are young men between 18 
and 25,” the judge says, “The traffic 
school operating in this city is largely 
attended by young men of this age. 

“About 1,000 persons have been 
there. Instead of the court imposing 
a fine on them, they are sentenced to 
atiend traffic school for two hours on 
five nights a week, 

LAW AND DRIVING TAUGHT 

“In this school the subjects that are 
discussed cover traffic laws, the me- 
chanical operation of automobiles, re- 
lation of the public to the safety 
movement and other kindred topics.”

Reduction of civil servants salaries 
apparently is not on the government's 
agenda, if remarks made by Hon, O. L 
McPherson, minister of public works, 
in the course of his address in the de- 
bate on the Speech from the Throne 


can be taken as presenting the view- 
point of the government on the matter 
—and they wually can be when a cab- 
inet member speaks. 

The Minister, in the course of 
counter-attack for government 
benches, directed chiefly at the 
strongholds occupied by D. M. Duggan, 
Conservative leader, and Hugh Mont- 
gomery, Liberal, Wetaskiwin, who im- 
mediately preceded him, roundly scor- 
ed Mr. Duggan for his attitude. 

“I am sure,” he said, “that the 
civil service must be and is willing to 
meet the salary question in an open 
and fair way, But I don’t think any 
patriotic thread-bare appeal should be 
made to the clvil service to make a 
to the provincial treas- 
ury when no one else ts doing it. I 
think such a suggestion is quite out 


Continu'ng, he said, “I did not hear 
Mr. Duggan say that he was, or was 
willing to make a contribution from 
his business commissions to the prov- 
incial treasury, neither do we hear of 
those commercial and industrial con- 
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cerns which were said by Mr. Duggan 
to be reducing salaries making a con- 
tribution to provincial funds. ‘There- 
fore why single out the civil service?” 


FURTHER ATTACK 


The Minister having gotten well in- 
to his subject delivered a further at- 
tack upon the Conservative chieftain, 
characterizing as “unfair, unreason- 
able and unwarranted” his statements 
that in the giving of relief, some had 
received funds who were not entitled 
to them and that if the province did 
not institute an investigation that the 
Dominion government likely would. 
“I think it 1g most unfair to send this 
sort of thing out to the province when 
the honorable member's statements 
of maladministration are unsupport- 
ed by tangible evidence.” 

Continuing the Minister stated that 
with the object of circumventing as 
much as possible the very pitfall men- 
tioned by the Conservative leader, that 
he had deliberately delegated to muni- 
cipal counci’s through ut the prov- 
ince, the duty of comy.°g th» district 
and deciding upon those to whom re- 
Nef work should be given and sub- 
mitt'ng the names to the government 
Thus, so far as humanly possible, the 
handling of such a tremendous task 
had been removed from any suggestion 
of politica] interference. There might 
have been some cases where unneces- 
sary relief was given, but surely in 
view of the method taken to distribute 
the work, the government could not 
be accused of discrimination, He had 
received many expressions of satisfac- 
tion regarding the giving of relief to 
more than 8,000 persons throughout 
the province. 

The Minis‘er next directed his five 
at Mr, Montgomery and his allegation 
about discrimination in the construc- 
tion of highways to Gul] and Sylvan 
Lakes and not to Pigeon Lake. 
DIRECT ISSUE 

This highway was a direct issue in

Reserve Decision 
Of Alberta Appeal

OTTAWA, Ont, Feb. 7—At the con- 
clusion of the argument by counsel 
the Bupreme Court of Canada today 
reserved judgment in the Alberta grain 
rates case. The appeal was carried to 
the Bupreme court by the government 
ot Alberta after the board of railway

son." The present economic crisis 
should make us realize how Interde- 
Pendent we are, and how essential is 
the will to peace and understanding 
The best time to instill thoughts of 
goodwill and peace towards other na- 
tions is in childhood, and yet Can- 
ada has in her schools 130,000 cadets 
and student officers at a cost of $500,- 
000 @ year to the federal government, 
Every possible opportunity is made an 
occasion for military display with its 
appeal of band and uniform, and 
through the medium of magazines and 
radio, propaganda is stressing the ro- 
mance of war and culling it of its dis- 
ease and filth. 

In the United States the memoirs 
of General Pershing have just been 
Published. Chances are that thous- 
ands of Americans who have read lit- 
tle or nothing since the Armistice will 
read at least snatches of this material. 
From Genera] Pershing’s standpoint 
the world has long since fixed the 
blame for the war on the shoulders of 
the then German government. After 
the Armistice, Germany opened her 
archives, and France and Great Brit- 
ain followed to a limited extent in 
producing their official documents of 
the war, so it would evidently be news 
to General Pershing that the same 
world that long since fixed the blame 
solely on Germany, long since took it 
off again. 

It seems most essential that this 
generation, which has known tiie real- 
ity and horror of war, should labor for 
peace, and in the signing of the Paris 
Peace Pact by 47 nations lies our 
great hope for the end of war which 
is the greatest blot upon Christian 
civilization.

| Discussion, of course, has its pit- 
falls; a number of which were ably 
pointed out by Dr. Goodwin Watson, 
Professor of Education at Columbia 
University, when he addressed the In- 
ternational Youth Conferences in 'To- 
ronlo, 

In warning the large number of 
young delegates from every province 
of Canada and every state in the 
United States against the confusion 
of too wide and too pointless discus- 
sion, he laid down three general rules, 
First, the topic for discussion should 
be a real problem and of vital interest 
to all mémbers of the group. 

“I.suppose we have all been guilty 
of raising some question to which we 
have already worked out a nice little 
solution, in order to display our super- 
jor ideas,” he said. He warned that 
“words might become substitutes for 
ideas and living.” 

His second rule was that the dis- 
cussion should be intelligent 
people, he said (but who is exempt) 
are criticized for superficial discussion, 
going over the same ground, chatting 
on great problems. 

Finally, the discusssion must be 
effective . .. must lead to some action,
